New York Police Say Miss 
Jessie McCann Com- 
mitted Suicide at 
Coney Island. 


LEADER IN SOCIAL WORK. 


Father Caused Picture to Be 
Shown in Film Theaters 
in Effort to Trace 

Her. 


New York, Jan. 4 The body of Miss Jessie 
D. McCann, the young settlement worker 
who disappeared from her Brooklyn home 
a month ago, was given up by the sea today. 
It was found by a watchman this morning 
at Coney island, having been washed ashore 
by the heavy surf that pounded the beach 
during last night's storm. 

The recovery of the body ends a search 
for the girl, , A few days after she disap- 
peared her father, a well to do business man, 
notified the police of her disappearance and 
offered a reward of $1,000 for information 
as to her whereabouts» He also had her 
photograph thrown on the screens of mov.- 
ing picture theaters throughout the east in 
the hope that this would lead to the finding 
of the young woman. 


Police Say It Was Suicide, 

Coroner's Physician George L. Reichers 
made an autopsy. He said that death was 
due to drowning, and that there were na 
signs of Miss McCann having been the vie- 
tim of violence in any form. He also said 
that the autopsy proved that there were no 
physical reasons evidenced after death which 
would have caused her nervous condition 
or which would have caused her to commit 
suicide. 

The police said that Miss McCann com- 
mitted suicide. The police believe that the 
fact that Miss McCann was ill and in a 
highly nervous state, due to natural causes, 
the fact that she met her death in a spot 
remote from her home and where she was 
not in the habit of going, make a logical con- 
clusion that she decided to commit suicide 
because of the mental and physical pain of 
her nervous breakdown, The girl's family

MARTIAL LAW CONDEMNED 


Authorities Declared to Have Mo- 
lated Constitution of State 
and Nation. 


NO INTIMIDATION OF JUSTICE 


Washington, D. C., Jan. (-A severe ar- 
raignment of the authorities who adminis- 
tered martial law in West Virginia from 
September, 1912, to June, 1913, when the 
Cabin creek and Paint creek goal mine strike 
troubles were in progress, is contained in a 
subcommittee report made public tonight 
by Senator Borah, a member of the senate 
committee that conducted an investigation 
into all phases of the West Virginia disturb- 
ances. 

The report does not bear the forma! indorse- 
ment of the full senate committee, but was 
given out as the statement of fact. pre- 
peared by Senator Borah as the member 
charged with preparing that section of the 
report bearing on court martial trials, and al- 
leged violations of law by the military courts. 


Charges Violation of Justice. 

Senator Borah’s statement holds that the 
military authorities, acting under the direc- 
tion of the governor, superseded all consti- 
tutional courts in West Virginie, imposed 
sentences not authorised by any standing 
laws, and took over all thie duties of the civil 
courts of the district; end that at the time 
such martial law was enforced there 
was no evidence that tie

Statement of Senator Borah. 

After briefly reviewing the incidents of the 
establishment of martial law and its main- 
tenance in the Cabin Creek and Paint Creek 
districts for nearly a year, Senator Borah's 
statement sets forth:

eonvicted, sentenced, and punished for of- 
fenses alleged to have been committed by 
them. 

That those parties were arrested upon 
orders issued by the military authorities, 
and not by virtue of any warrant issued by 
the civil authorities or from the established 
courts of the state, and were put upon their 
trial without the finding of any indictment 
by the grand jury, before a court-martia! 
created by the order of the commander in 
chief and composed of individuals selected 
by him. 


Accused Not Given Jury Trial. 
“ That the charges made against these par- 
ties thus put upon their trial were in the 
nature of specifications drawn up and pre-

That in the trial of these parties and in 
the assessing of punishments the court be-

VILLA STARTS TO FRONT. 
Rebel Leader Will Take Personal 
Command of Assault 
on Town. 


Presidio, Tex, Jan. 4—The sixth day of 


the siege of Ojinaga by Gen. Ortega’s rebel 
armyfi, although attended by incessant can- 


nonading from daylight until late tonight, 
ended without result, except in increasing 
the dead and wounded on both sides. 

All the wotnded were sent by the attack- 
ing rebels and federals to the American side 
of the river to be cared for by the Red Cross. 

As neither of the contenging arthies main- 
tains a hospital service, 150 more wounded 
were carried to United States territory to 
be crowded into a small schoolhouse and 
church which were converted into hospitals. 

While shrapnel and volley after volley of 
rifie fire were poured into the little village 
upon which the whole nérthern division of 
the federal army, with its eleven generals, 
is making a stand against retreat, the rela- 
tive positions of the.tWo armies at nightfall 
were unchanged. 

Francisco Villa started from Juarez today 
for Ojinaga to take command of the rebel 
troops. Hecomes by train to Chihuahua and 
from there by automobile. 


Await Nuevo Laredo Fight. 
Laredo, Tex., Jan. 4.— With the Constfitu- 


tionalist forces awaiting reinforcements thir- 


ty-five miles south of the town, Huerta troops 
from the Nuevo Laredo garrison were busy 
today with pick and shovel on the fleld, where 
a forty-eight hour battle ended on Saturday 
with the withdrawal of the rebels. 
Barricades were thrown up several hundred 
yards outside the city and beyond the zone 
of recent fighting, with the apparent inten- 
tion of forcing the next attack where non- 
combatants and property would be less men- 
aced. Rebel leaders say the attack will be 
renewed when additional troops arrive. 


WILSON STAND STIRS CAPITAL. 

Mexico City, Jan. 4.—The announcement 
that President Wilson's policy would remain 
unchanged after John Lind’s trip to Pass 
Christian is a source of disappointment 
to most foreigners and many Mexicans, 
who believed that the interview between 
the president and his personal representa- 
tive might result in some definite step to 
put an early end to the distressing con- 
ditions, which, so far as business is con- 
cerned, are fast growing acute. 

To official Mexico, while outwardly Mr. 
Lind’s visit to the president was of Kittle 
significance, the apparent determination of 
the United States still to keep its hands off 
is known to be highly gratifying. As one 
official tersely summarized the relation with 
the United States:

Want One Day at Home. 

A massmeeting of barbers and barber em- 
ployers affiliated with the International Bar- 
bers’ union held in Knights of Pythies hall, 
180 West Washington street, went on record 
as in favor of legislation making it a efim- 
inal offense for any person to perform bar- 
ber work for another on Sunday. 

The law is planned primarily to close the 
barber shops of Chicago on Sundays so that 
the barbers can spend one day at home with 
their families.

President McKinley recommended to Speaker 


Henderson that Cooper be made chairman of 
the insular affairs committee. Thie was done 
and the Wisconsin member did effective 
service in organizing the government of the 
islands and in thwarting the financial pi- 
rates striving to obtain contro! of rich Philip- 
pine concessions. 

But Cooper offended Uncle Jed Cuünon. He 
refused to bow his neck to the Cannon or- 
ganization. He refused to bind himself to 
support the will of the Republican caucus 
against his own convictions of right. Finally 


ne voted against the Cannon rules at the or- 


ganization of the Sixty-first congress. Then 
Speaker Cannon removed him from the chair- 
manship of the insular affairs committce. 
But all this time Cooper. had been fighting 
Cannonism and in this same congress he 
directed the movement that dethroned Can- 
non from the rules committee. 


Often Candidate for Speaker. 

In several congresses Cooper has been tk3 
candidate for speaker of the progressive wing 
of the Republican party. Had political his- 
tory turned out differently he doubtless 
would have achieved thishonor. But so long 
as the old guard ruled he found himself rele. 
gated to the ranks, saw his bills sidetracked 
and “ chloroformed,”’ and even the right to 
speak his mind curtailed. 

In election campaigns the Republican con- 
gressional.committee was cold to his candi. 
dacy, and the old guard poured money into 
his district to defeat him. But never did 
Cooper swerve from his independent course 
and his constituents stood by him.

Italian Historian. Says Nation 
Is Stealthily Striking 
at United States. 


NOTES RACIAL, CLAIMS. 


Declares Efforts to Prove Kin- 
ship with Latin America 
Political. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUN®.]} 

PARIS, Jan. 4.—Prof. Guglielmo Ferrero, 
the Italian historian and critic, has an arti- 
cle on Japan and Ameriea in Le Figaro 
today. He begins by saying that probably 
few persons have paid attention to the cable 
dispatches describing the warm welcome ac- 
corded by the Japanese to Francisco de le 
Barra, the special Mexican envoy who went 
to Tokio to exprese to the mikado the thanks 
of the Mexican republic for Japan's partici- 
pation in thé celebration of the centennia) 
of Mexican independence three years ago. 

** Fewer persons still,“ he continues, are 
aware that the late emperor of Japan once 
sent a telegram to Gen. Porfirio Diaz couched 
in terms which indicated the Japanese ruler 
considered Gen, Diaz as head of a state 
which is the brother of Japan 


Holds Racial Bond Uncertain. 

Prof. Ferrero then discusses the possibility 
of an ethnological bond between the Japan- 
ese and the original inhabitants of America. 
He gives examples of Chileans and others 
having been taken for Japanese. He dis- 
claims competency to judge of the value of 
euch a theory, holding that the problem never 
could be settled definitely, adding: 

“ But political interests do not recognize 
science, caution, or scruples. When a hy- 
pothesis serves them they seize it as a scien- 
tific certainty, Hence Japanese writers are 
commencing to argue that America is peopled 
largely by a race akin to the Japanese and is 
among the territories on which Japan has 
historical rights.” 


Move Aimed at U. 8.7 

Prof. Ferrero thinks that Japan is using 
these vague and uncertain ethnological the- 
ories to establish friendship with nations 
which may result in a conflict with the United 
States. He holds that the Japanese realize 
the need of friends in the day of laws against 
the yellow races, but says that their atti- 
tude is likely to make insolvable difficulties 
between Japan and the United States. 

The Italian writer believes that the honors 
accorded to Senor de la Barra three years 
after the events for which he returned thanks 
mh part of Japan's curious American pol- 
cy.“

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Value Versus Cost of Food. 


HE problem of ways and means in the 

procuring of foods has become a most im- 

portant one, In the long run this is prob- 

ably going to be most fortunate for the 

human race. To solve it will result in 
our becoming a far better fed nation and in the 
banishing of no end of ills to which we have 
believed ourselves heir, when they were as 
surely the results of wrong eating as vices are 
the result of wrongdoing. N 


The most splendid scientific work is being 
done to help us in the solution. It is our busi- 
ness to heed its reports. It is going to take a 
great number of lessons to teach eaters—name- 
ly: all men— that food value and food cost are 
sometimes so far apart as not to be on speaking 
terms. 

Valuable food tables are now accessible, and 
people in earnest, peoplé who object to spending 
half or two-thirds or almost all of their ef- 
forts just to get enough food to keep them 
alive, are going to study them. 

Some foods are expensive, as compared with 
their real value, because so large a portion is 
refuse or unedible. The least expensive foods 
are those having the least refuse and having 
their edible portion in the most concentrated 
food form. These are mostly the cereal prod-

ucts, which may, with good reason, make up 60 
per cent of the diet. As purchased the refuse, 
and, unfortunately, some of the food value, have 
been removed from these. 

A man can live on cereals and vegetables and 
have all the food elements needed at from one- 
fourth to one-seventh the cost of a meat diet. 
Benjamin Franklin as a boy did better than 
this, ahd lived to be an old man. The new ad- 
vocates of the fish diet need to remember that 
12 cents a pound for fish generally means 24 
cents a pound for actual food, for the average 
amount of refuse amounts to about 50 per cent 
of the whole fish. The lowest waste in one of 
the large fishes, salmon, is about 35 per cent, 
and the highest in any fish is about 62 per cent. 

There are only a few products in which the 
refuse is not considerable. None is reckoned 
for dairy products ordinarily, since water in 
food is never counted as refuse, It does, how- 
ever, reduce greatly its relative value as food, 
making it highly dilute. To the natural refuse 
from almost any food may be added a consider- 
able per cent of waste due to carelessness or 
ignorance. 

The natural waste or refuse in different por- 
tions of beef, cut up entire and sold for food, 
varies from about 6 up to 54 per ‘cent. The 
great packers could use one and another part 


that the refuse 


would be as nothing. They have learned to do 
this by keeping scientists constantly in their 
employ. A poor cook can increase the refuse 
from almost any piece of beef 50 per cent with- 
out half trying. 

The internal organs of veal, as of the pig. are 
accounted as without refuse, while the waste in 
different portions of the carcass varies from 14 
per cent of the fillet to 83 per cent of the hock. 

This question affects the cost of our food 
vitally. We have to pay for refuse, and a 
good price, too. Therefore it becomes highly 
essential that we study the relative values of 
food in order to decide how we shall spend the 
money we have, especially if it is only a little 
money. Even so, we can satisfy our tastes as 
well as keep our bodies in more or less perfect 
running condition, according as we are wise or 
unwise in our purchases, 

Beef has high food value, partly because of 
the fat it contains. Suppose the rational eater 
wants to buy fruit for a well balanced diet. A 
fig unit ts reckoned to have a value of 37, 
against beef at 100. Currants have 30; raisins, 
29; dates, 26; prunes, 23} fresh plums, 9; ba- 
nanas, 7; oranges, 6; apples, 4. Meat and fruit 
are both expensive. As compared with bread, 
there would be much higher figures for the 
fruit. This does not tell the whole story, but 
it tells a bit of a story worth heeding.

BOTH HAVE LARGE FUND.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.~-[Special.]—The 
Congressional Union for Woman’s Suffrage 
and the National Association for Woman's 
Suffrage are at loggerheads, notwithstanding 
reports of their press agents that their re- 
lations are amicable. 

This condition of affairs is known only 
to a few women in the innermost ring. The 
executive committee of the National associa- 
tion, of which Dr. Anna Howard Shaw is 
the head, is said to have sworn to crush out 
the Congressionai union as an independent 
organization. It is also the purpose of the 
commitete to banish Miss Alice Paul and 
Miss Lucy Burts of Brooklyn unless they 
consent to the subordination of the union. 

These young women last year conducted 
the campaign against congress for an amend- 
ment to the federal constitution, with practi- 
cally no assistance from the National as- 
sociation. In order to get workers they 
formed the Congressional union as an affili- 
ated body. For doing this they seem to have 
meurred the enmity of Dr. Shaw. 

Facts Withheld from Leader? 

Mrs. Medill McCormick of Chicago has 
been sent here for the National association 
as the head of the new congressional com- 
mittee. From events that transpired imme- 
diately after her arrival it is believed she 
had not been fully informed by the officers 
of the national association as to their real 
intention to demolish the Congressional 


union. | 

From what she said at the conferences 
with those on the inner circle of the Con- 
gressional union, which were held behind 
closed doors, it appeared she had been led to 
believe that as rman of the congressional 
committee she could aleo take over bodily 
the union and make it a tool of the National 
association. |

that the schism was irreparable.

He addressed the Sunday 
Evening club in Orchestra hall on the sub- 
ject, Playing the Part of a Man.“ Bishop 
McConnell, it was announced by Clifford W. 
Barnes, the president of the club, would ad- 
dress the noonday meeting today at the Cen- 
tral Young Men's Christian association. 

Many are living the animal life in de- 
bauchery, we all know, but there are many 
who call themselves refined who also are 
living the animal life without knowing it.“ 
Bishop McConnell said. 


Decries Finger Nail Refinement. 

“Some men imagine they are refined if 
they have their fingers manicured. Thie is 
worth while, but it is not enough. It is not 
enough either to live in artistic surround - 
ings. 

“You wonder why some evangelists who 
speak in rough language get a hearing among 
refined people. The reason is that the people 
are not refined. They are living animal lives, 
and the evangelist knows it. Don't blame 
the evangelist. 

“The same may be sald of the novel and 
of the theater, It is not in the exceeding 
degrada of the stage the trouble lie, 
but in the public taste. It is in the things 
the people are willing to pay for. Animal- 
ism is not in the book or in the play, but 
in persons. Animalism may be only the cen- 
tering of one’s interest in material things 
as houses, clothes, and equipage, but it is 
animalism as truly as is gluttony and 
drunkenness. 


Alarmed at Man Machines. 

“The most alarming product of modern 
industry is the making out of men machines, 
mere cogs in the wheels. The task of Chris- 
tianity is to secure for men enough leisure 
and strength so if they are compelled to work 
at monotonous occupations they can correct 
the tendency to narrowness by engaging in 
other interests. 

“ T once heard a man praised because he had 
stuck to his corner grocery every day for 
twenty-two years. He was held up to me as 
a model of fidelity. I was not enthusiastic 
because I knew the man. The trouble with 
him was he had a corner grocery mind. He 
didn't care for any improvement in the town 
or in the church unless it could be shown it 
would profit his business. 

1 thank God for some lazy men. I mean 
men who have grown tired of doing drudgery 
which can be better done by machinery. The 
man who got tired pulling the piston by hand 
and fastened it to a wheel is the kind of a man 
I mean. 


Men of “Wooden Religion.” 

A man may have a kind of wooden reli- 
gion. The man in India who went around 
complaining to the Hindus that they were 
not religious because they had not buiit 
any monuments to their righteous men and 
boasting that he himself was righteous, was 
told: Well, we will kill you and build a 
monument over you.’ They did. It was 8 
protest against the idea that religion is a 
mere matter of rules. 

“To play a man’s part one must get away 
from the child life in religion. He who 
whines about the former days being better 
than these is still a child. Hawthorne said 
the modern furnace was destroying the sanc- 
tity of home life. Others talk about the 
sparkle of the old time log fireplaces. The 
fireplace was the greatest invention ever 
made to Warm all out of doors. The furnace 
is an immense improvement. In thinking 
of the good old times the memory drops out 
the disagreeable things and softens the rough 
places with a halo. 

People who allow vice to walk along with- 
out rebuke are sometimes called humane 
when in fact they are childish.”

At our daily work, while going to lunch, 
in our homes, just at noon every day, we can 
lift our thought to the living God and ask 
his blessing upon this particular ‘Go to 
Church Sundey.’ Only a few words, only 
a hearts’s desire, expressed in silent prayer 
but all together—this is possible and practical 
and potent. 


Based on Sane Principles. : 

“ This ‘Go to Church éanipaign embodies 
all the purposes of the church and is based 
on sane and practical prineiples, said the 
Rev. E. J. Randall, rector of St. Barnabas’ 
Epiecopal church and the representative 
from his church on the G0 to Church 
executive committee. 

“While the impression may have been 
received from reading the newspapers that 
it is only a one day campaign, the purpose 
goes higher, farther, and deeper than could 
any temporary plan.

Companies Not Equal to 
Previous Lear. 
WORK FOR SOUND BASIS. 


Quality of Underwriting Shows 
Improvement with Less 
Chance for Loss. 


BY C. M. CARTWRIGHT. 

Wulle it is a little too early to get the exact 
returns from life insurance companies, yet 
the indications are that most companies have 
not shown the increases in business they did 
during the year 1912, which in many respects 
was a banner year in life insurance: Political 
and business conditions last year militated 
against life insurance agents, the effect being 


that there were fewer large policies written 


than formerly. 

The loss in insurance has come largely 
from the bigger business. The agent whose | 
work is confined chiefly to those of moderate 


means has been able to keep up his produe- 


tion, and many companies show they wrote 
more policies in 1912 than in 1912, even if the 
aggregate of insurance is not so large. 


The country was more or less unsettled | 


owing to the agitation in congress over tariff 
and currency legisiation and the Mexican 
imbrogiio. The sagging of standard stocks 
was & result of this political unrest. The low 
market value of securities will be reflected 
in the financial statements of companies. 
Concerns Make Read justments. 

The year also has been one of readjustment 
in a number of companies, with the hope of 
bringing about more efficiency in their agen- 
cy forces and a better conservation of old 
business. Officers of life insurance com- 
panies have been giving much attention to | 
plans and methods whereby the lapse ratio 
could be decreased. They have their 
agents to care more for the policyholders on 
their books and to keep in closer touch with 
them. The old idea of striving at mere vol- 
ume in the race for supremacy has died out. 

A few years ago December always brought 
its orgy of rebating and high pressure busi- 
ness, especially in the large cities.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 4.—{Special. The 
official grades of commercial corn that will 
be recognized by the government dealers | 
and the public generally after July 1 next 
were promulgated today by Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston. 

This standardization of corn grades by the 
federal government, it is expected, will re- 
sult in improving the quality and will protect 
consumers,

“ cracked” corn; or corn that is hot, heat
